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Municipal Building Addition 
Included In 1976 Budget

Although the general fund budget is of maximum interest 
to Greenbelt taxpayers because it sets the property tax rate, 
there are other city budgeted funds that expend considerable 
money during the year. The capital improvement budget is one 
of these. This determines how the proceeds from the $950,000 
bond issue approved by the electorate in November 1968 will 
be spent. 


Since 1968 the city has under¬ 
taken a variety of projects — to¬ 
taling $1,438,300 through the end 
of the current fiscal year. This is 
possible because the bond funds 
have been supplemented with Fed¬ 
eral and State open-space funds, 
interest on investment, and contri¬ 
butions from other sharers of costs. 
As of June 30, 1975, the capital 
improvement fund is expected to 
have an unexpended balance of 
$372,125. 

The 1976 budget proposes spend¬ 
ing $200,000 of the remaining 
funds for a two-story addition to 
the municipal building that will 
provide additional space for both 
the police department afcnd the 
city offices. Current thinking calls 
for the new addition to be used 
for city offices. The first floor of 
the existing building would then 
be converted over in its entirety 
to a police station. The new ad¬ 
dition would be connected to the 
existing building by a new lobby 
at the parking lot entrance to the 
existing building. The upstairs 
council room and meeting room 
would continue to be used for 
these purposes. 

Another 1976 expenditure from 
the capital improvement fund in¬ 
volves $3,000 to finish up the work 
on construction of 4 new tennis 
courts at Braden Field and the 
lighting of all 8 courts. This pro¬ 
ject, which was started in 1974, 
will cost a total of $75,800 of which 
State open space grants is provid¬ 
ing $56,900. 

A third capital improvement 
fund scheduled for 1976 is $2,000 
for engineering and planning work 
in connection with the develop¬ 
ment of the Lake Park and par¬ 
cel 7. General revenue-sharing 
funds in the amount of $10,000 are 
proposed to be used for the pur¬ 
chase of playground equipment 
throughout the city. Part of these 
funds will be used for the Lake 
Park and parcel 7. 

The remaining capital improve¬ 
ment funds are being held in re¬ 
serve to help meet the cost of pur¬ 
chasing 15 acres of additional pro¬ 
perty in parcel 1 for parkland next 
to the 13 acres of surplus land the 
city received from the Federal 
Government in the northeast cor¬ 
ner of the city. A condition of 
this grant was that the city would 
acoruire the 15 acres bv 1977. 

The remaining land acquisition 
program relies extensively upon 
open-space funds. If the funds are 
not obtained, then the land acqui- 


Charier Change 

Coming up at the May 5 city 
council meeting is a second read¬ 
ing on a charter change that would 
permit the city of Gre-nbelt to levy 
a personal property tax on unin¬ 
corporated businesses. At present, 
the city is authorized to levy a 
personal property tax on incorpora¬ 
ted business by virtue of the as¬ 
sessment on corporate personal 
property made by the State De¬ 
partment of Assessments and Tax¬ 
ations. The charter change would 
permit the city to use the assess¬ 
ment of personal property made by 
the Prince Georges County Super¬ 
visor of Assessments as a basis for 
city taxation. 


sition projects will either have to 
be abandoned, deferred until funds 
can be obtained or funded from 
some other revenue such as a bond 
issue. Involved here are purchases 
of 18 acres (in addition to the 15 
acres mentioned above in parcels 
1 and 2 and 19 acres in parcel 15 
next to Charlestowne Village and 
the Capital Beltway.

Latest on Klein’s

A recent suit by the owner of 
the Beltway Plaza shopping center 
asking that S. Klein’s department 
store be forced to reopen has been 
dismissed by the Prince Georges 
Circuit Court 

According to the Prince George’s 
Journal, Circuit Court Judge Wil¬ 
liam Bowie said the loss to S. 
Klein, if it were forced to reopen, 
would be greater than the potential 
losses to Beltway Plaza if the de¬ 
partment store remained closed. 
Sidney Brown, developer of the 
Beltway Plaza, pointed out that he 
wanted the suit to be heard prior 
to S. Klein’s closing on February 
22, but court delays prevented this. 
Beltway Plaza had argued that 
the department store’s 36-year 
lease contained an implied agree¬ 
ment for continuous operation of 
the store. 

However, while Judge Bowie 
recognized that the “effect ... of 
the store’s closing is far reaching," 
he said, “the court candidly hopes 
that the day will never come when 
we will be vested with the power 
to force a corporation to reopen its 
business when doing so would be 
so drastically detrimental." 

Brown told the News Review 
that “we are talking to at least a 
dozen prospective department 
stores that have indicated some 
interest in locating in Beltway 
Plaza and, in some instances, we 
are designing a store concept to 
fit their merchandising policies." 

Brown recognized that the “eco¬ 
nomy was not moving," but was 
encouraged by the support of state 
and county officials as well as the 
city of Greenbelt in finding a new 
department store. He explained 
that the S. Klein parent organiza¬ 
tion, McCrory, is also actively pur¬ 
suing the matter, and is examin¬ 
ing various plans, such as the 
possibility of dividing the large 
store for use as a department store 
on the lower levels and offices on 
the upper level.

The item causing major concern 
to the Commission was the alleg¬ 
edly high cost and fragmentation 
of CARES staff which it attribu 
ted to apparently unnecessary 
consultant services. 

At a meeting Monday attended 
by Greenbelt councilman Charles 
Schwan, city officials James Giese 
and Dennis Piendak, and CARES 
representatives Dr. Leo Walder, 
Dr. Les Schiller, and James Cas - 
sels, the Commission staff propos¬ 
ed a downward revision of the 
$87,000 budget and a phasing out 
of the use of consultants (Behav¬ 
ioral Services Corporation) in fa¬ 
vor of incorporating the program 
into the city’s operations with full¬ 
time employees. 

The revised budget will be con¬ 
sidered by the Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion at its next meeting on May 
22. In the meantime, third year 
program funding is continuing at 
the 1974-75 rate — from Federal 
funds ($68,062), from State funds 
($2,647), and from city funds 
($4,916). 

Greenbelt’s Position 
The city’s position is that the 
CARES Youth Service Bureau was 
intended to be an experiment in 
a behavior modification anproach 
to reduction of juvenile delinquen¬ 
cy and crime prevention. As such 
the emphasis was on the employ¬ 
ment of highly professional con¬ 
sultants, supplemented with vol¬ 
unteer assistance, since the city 
was not in a position to establish 
the program itself. 

The city said that it had in¬ 
tended to seek modification of the 
citv-consultant arrangement dur¬ 
ing the last year of Federal fund¬ 
ing but not at the cost of substan¬ 
tially modifying those aspects of 
the program which the citv deems 
essential, such as the counseling 
sessions utilizing the behavioral 
modification approach. The city 
also noted that adding consultants 
to the city’s payroll as employees 
also carries a cost in additional 
fringe benefits and overhead ex¬ 
penses. » 

The Commission’s View 
The Commission staff maintains 
that the CARES program is too 
costly, due to the use of an out¬ 
side consultant firm. The city 
argues that included in the cost 
of CARES are certain items un¬ 
related to the counseling program 
but required by the Governor's 
Commission. An example is the 
requirement for crisis intervention 
which the city feels duplicates 
services already provided by the 
county. 

The Commission staff also ex¬ 
pressed concern about the use of 
part-time and volunteer staff. The 
city’s position is that there is no 
evidence that one full-time person 
can be more effective than several 
specialized nart-timo personnel. 
To illustrate its point, the city notes 
that its extensive recreation pro¬ 
gram is being operated at low cost 
with three full-time personnel and 
more than 50 part-time persons. 

Other concerns expressed by the 
Commission staff included the low 
number of referrals from the De 
partment of Juvenile Services 
(DJS), lack of evaluative informa¬ 
tion and feedback to DJS on its 
referrals, and uncertainty regard¬ 
ing assumption of project cost af ¬ 
ter third year of Federal support 
is ended. 

To the first point, CARES says 
it has always been willing to ac¬ 
cept DJS referrals. To the second 
point, the city says that it Is not 
aware of any complaint by DJS of 
a lack of feedback. As to the 
third point, the city says that it is 
unrealistic to expect an unequiv¬ 
ocal commitment from the city for 
future funding. 
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Seeks Townhouse Answers 

To the Editor: 

A membership meeting has gone 
bv, without GHI board acknowl¬ 
edgement that you joined me to ask 
for a report from our Ad -Hoc 
Townhouse Committee. I expect a 
report will be ready for the next 
meeting but I also expect a report 
that side-steps the issue. Again. 

Granting, for the sake of argu¬ 
ment that the Large Homes au¬ 
thorization was not too clear it 
is still clear enough to me that the 
townhouses are not the product 
that was promised. Four small bed¬ 
rooms are their only concession to 
a “large” family’s use. Their moun¬ 
ting maintenance deficits are no 
contribution to the general well- be 
ing of GHI, but your problem as 
well as mine. The units are a far 
cry, too, from the prototypes built 
as freestanding homes. 

I have not been satisfied with my 
unit and there is no reason you 
should be, either. 

If the Large Homes Committee 
had problems severe enough to 
force changes it did not ask me, a 
contracted buyer, to accept any 
changes before it asked me to ac¬ 
cept ownership. I had to find out 
the changes for myself, at my ex¬ 
pense and my family’s. Nowa¬ 
days we have a truth in lending 
Jaw, but five years ago we did not 
even have one amortization table 
to examine, much less the two that 
were basic to the Townhouse con¬ 
tract (new there are three), until 
a year later. And now the board 
is retiring our latest deficit build¬ 
up (so far) by a surcharge on our 
maintenance budget; no amortiza¬ 
tion table at all. 

No one asked YOU if any chang¬ 
es would be acceptable to your au¬ 
thorization for Large Homes, 
either. 

Well I want some changes, too. 
You asked me to re-mortgage my 
future to continue my GHI mem¬ 
bership in a new home. I did. All 
right, now who is willing to re¬ 
mortgage HIS future for land to 
build new Townhouses, the best way 
reasonably possible, to be satisfac¬ 
tory homes; to build well and sell 
honestly ? 

Who will move for the member¬ 
ship to take the special resale re¬ 
strictions out of the townhouse mu¬ 
tual ownership contract? Or to di¬ 
rect the board to get full-term mort¬ 
gage coverage for the townhouses, 
at cheaper rates? 

I don't expect all GHI to take on 
a new. mortgage but I’d like to ask 
the Large Homes Committee mem¬ 
bers and their Board officers to 
consider it for themselves. I think 
the resale and mortgage money re¬ 
quests are completely reasonable 
and legitimate. I don’t want any 
GHI freebies: I do want my mem¬ 
bership’s worth to include protec¬ 
tion from gouging and incompe¬ 
tent contractors. 

Since I first started to challenge 
the committee and the board on 
their townhouses I have heard 
nothing bearing any relationship to 
the real world of authorization and 
obligation to produce; just an ongo¬ 
ing line of B.S. about “my com¬ 
plaints” and “my problems” as if 
I had bought from some long-gone 
land speculator. 

I don’t accept it. I didn’t build the 
townhouses and I want no part of 
their problems, for myself or for 
any GHI member (I am sorry that 
my wife has had to spend five years 
working and raising our unruly 
family to maturity in such a unit. 

I wish we could spend the time 
over again in happier quarters.) I 
am pushing this, thinking there are 
other members like me who want 
to know what will be done to pre¬ 
serve GHI and to develop its great 
potential to benefit all members. 
I’m pushing it for us who want to 
know that what is promised, gets 
done as promised; for people, may¬ 
be, who authorize our homes to be 


re-equipped but don’t want them to 
turn out fancy doghouses or chic¬ 
ken coops.

May I suggest that the City Coun¬ 
cil proceed with extreme caution in# 
its consideration of the Greenbelt 
trail to guide Bicentennial visitors 
on walking tours throughout the 
city, as reported in the News Re¬ 
view, April 10 issue. As one who 
resides directly on the proposed 
line of March, I do not look for¬ 
ward with any enthusiasm to the 
anticipated influx of visitors, who 
will be with us on what Councilman 
Ckstaldi euphemistically calls a 
“festive occasion.” As the council¬ 
man suggests, one might “make do” 
with such a visitation for a brief- 
week-end celebration, perhaps at 
Labor Day, but please, not for the 
full Bicentennial year. 

For some time, I have intended 
to write to you concerning wffiat I 
consider to be a grave oversight by 
the Council in not requiring the 
proprietors of the buildings in the 
Center to clean, repair and paim 
th^r o^em'ses before the Citv went 
to the expense of repaving and land¬ 
scaping the plaza last year. If the 
Citv now has SI,500 to spare for 
blazing the proposed trail, the 
Council should go one step further 
end appropriate whatever additional 
funds are required to eliminate once 
and for all time the shabby ghetto¬ 
like appearance of most of the 
buildings in the Center. Perhaps, as 
Councilman Castaldi and Ms. Allen 
contend, a host of urban planners 
and other visitors are anxiously a- 
waiting an opportunity to visit 
Greenbelt during the Bicentennial 
A first consideration, then, might 
be to improve the perspective and 
a open ranee of Greenbelt from the 
“inside” rather than the “outside” 
b-forn tlmv arrive. Presumably such 
visitors would be interested in the 
Center and the surrounding hous¬ 
ing rather than in the newly de¬ 
veloped outlying areas. After all, 
such communities are not unique 
and are to be found by the thou¬ 
sands all over America. 

Ms. Allen’s position on vandalism 
is interesting, if unusual. In the 
absence of effective measures to 
eliminate or control vandalism, per¬ 
haps, we must learn to live with 
costly, needless and senseless dam¬ 
age to our libraries and public build¬ 
ings and litter in our parks. No 
matter how one may feel with re¬ 
gard to tolerating acts of vandalism, 
it really is not necessary to spend 
public funds to promote unwanted 
traffic such as walking tours 
through sections of the City where 
peace and quiet still prevail.

If Mrs. Welsh 
would have read the last line of 
the covering memo which was at¬ 
tached to each copy of the Nom¬ 
inations end Elections Committee’s 
1972 questionnaire, she would have 
noted: . . . The majority indica¬ 

tions derived from these ballots will 
be used as a guide in recommending 
ballot changes, if -any, for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

I am certain that members, the 
board of directors and management 
appreciate constructive suggestions 
on how we can improve our housing 
cooperative, but I personally deeply 
resent the continuing efforts of just 
a few people who sow distrust and 
divisiveness through tacTtics such as 
the April 17 letter.

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Police Budget for 1976 
Reviewed by Council 

At the first of the 1976 budget 
workshops on Wednesday, April 
26* the city council reviewed the 
jwriice department requests for the 
year. City manager James K. 
Chese said that the budget propos¬ 
es no change in authorized per¬ 
sonnel of 18, but noted that Fed¬ 
eral funds are funding two addi¬ 
tional police officer positions. 

Wo provision is being made for 
continuing these two positions 
should Federal funding cease. It 
is proposed, however, that the em- 
pfoyeei holding these positions be 
continued in employment until 
they can be transferred to fill au¬ 
thorized positions made vacant as 
a result of employee turnover. 

As in previous years, the bud¬ 
get calls for replacement of two 
squad cars — at a cost of $8,800. 
Other new equipment requests 
are limited to $1,000 for file cab- 
intfs. The total police department 
budget for fiscal year 1976 is $412,- 
606, up some $29,500 from current 
year expenditures, partly as the 
restflt of inflationary factors. (The 
salary increase of 5% recommended 
by the city manager is not reflec¬ 
ted here, but listed elsewhere In 
the budget) 

Police chief William Lane told 
council that he hopes council will 
increase police salaries in accor¬ 
dance with the increase in the cost 
of living (about 12 percent) and 
finance the total cost of hospitali¬ 
zation and medical insurance (city 
contributes two-thirds now). He 
also hoped that plans would go 
forward for obtaining more office 
spnee for police operations. He al¬ 
so thought, if finances permit, that 
the police force should be aug¬ 
mented by two positions above that 
proposed by the city manager. 

Lane was proud of the lowering 
of the crime rate in Greenbelt and 
attributed this to a number of 
factors : (1) the Greenbelt police 
farce is being better trained 
through attendance at colleges and 
schools; (2) the addition of two 
officers through Federal funding; 
and (3) citizens were being more 
cooperative in helping police to 
investigate and detect crime. 

Decision Made On 
Solar Heat Courts 

As a result of further technical 
and engineering review of the 
specifications of the solar heat 
project, the Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, and NASA have 
found it necessary to change its 
locatton of the solar heating dem¬ 
onstration project from 15-A to D 
Ridge Road to 2~A to D Southway. 

NASA has found it impossible to 
acquire enough of the necessary 
components to tie the total pack¬ 
age together, therefore, they have 
indicated a desire to do the total 
project in rows closer together. 
In addition, the heat storage tank 
would be much easier placed at 
the latter location.

On April 7. 1975 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-3, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-3 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CON¬ 
STITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION 
AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL,” SUB¬ 
TITLE, “HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE 
CITY OF GREENBELT, MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHAR¬ 
TER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND 
REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS THAT PORTION OF THE 
CHARTER WHICH PERTAINS TO ELECTIONS, WHICH PART 
BEGINS WTTH SECTION 14, TITLE, “DATE; NONPARTISAN” 
AND CONTINUES TO EACH SUBSEQUENT SECTION, THROUGH 
AND INCLUDING SECTION 33, TITLE, “VOTING MACHINES,” 
TO PROVIDE A COMPREHENSIVE REVISION OF THE CHAR¬ 
TER REQUIREMENTS RELATING TO THE CONDUCT OF E- 
LECTIONS WITHIN THE CITY AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A BOARD OF ELECTIONS CONSISTING 
OF FIVE MEMBERS TO REVIEW ELECTION PROCEDURES 
AND TO RECOMMEND REVISIONS, HEAR APPEALS OF DE¬ 
CISIONS OF THE CITY CLERK, APPOINT AND REMOVE ELEC¬
